Woodrow W ilson announced that im ­ 
mediately after his inauguration as 
president of the

would call an extraordinary session 
f congress to convene not later than 
pril 15 for the purpose of revising 
he tariff. 
The president elect w ill 
sail 
for 
Bermuda this afternoon for a vacation 
and w ill return on Dec. 16. 
To set at 
rest In the meantime speculation as 
to what he would do with regard to 
©riff revision he issued the following 
batement: 
'I shall call congress together in ex­ 
traordinary 
session 
not 
later 
than 
pril 15. 
I shall do this not only be­ 
atae I think that the pledges of the 
arty ought to be redeemed as prompt- 
y as 
possible, but also because I 
wnow it to be in the interest of busi- 
ess that all uncertainty as to what 
he particular items of tariff revision 
re to be should be removed as soon 
possible.*' 
Beyond this brief announcement the 
overnor said he had nothing further 
go say. 
Most of the opinions he had 
eceived from public men seemed to 
>e in favor of an extra session, he 
ald. 


Hastened His Announcement. 


The governor did not intend to ex­ 
cess him self about an extra session 
So soon after his election. 
Although 
tie has favored the idea of an extra 
ession because the present arrange­ 
ment would not bring the new con- 
ress 
into 
session 
until 
thirteen 
jnonths after its election he had ex­ 
pected to spend more time in ascer- 
aining public opinion. 
W ith the time to be consumed in 
iscussion the governor felt .that ir 
sn extra session ’were not called the 
benefits of tariff revision would be 
ostponed for practically two years. 
Throughout the campaign he reiter- 
>ted that he desired an immediate Te­ 
nsion of the tariff and that Demo- 
Iratic 
leaders 
knew 
perfectly 
well 
ow to proceed about it. 
The governor was impressed by the 
rgument also that with an early an- 
iouncement as to an extra session 
emooratic leaders in congress could 
egin to take counsel at an early 
[ate so that much of the prelim inary 
H ail could be worked out before con­ 
fess convened on April 15. 


Opinion Practically Unanimous.

Nearly a dozen witnesses testified in 
support of the gunmen’s assertion that 
the two informers, H arry Vallon and 
Bridgie Webber, and an unidentified 


stranger had fired the fatal shots; that 
three 
of 
the 
defendants, 
Gyp 
the 
Blood, Lefty Louie and W hitey Lewis, 
were on the scene only as innocent 
spectators and that the fourth, Dago 
Frank, was not there at all. 
Testim ony 
was 
given 
by an old 
woman, which corroborated (he stories 
told by the defendants that Webber 
and Vallon were the real gunmen in 
the case. The witness was M ary Kvdd, 
w ho was selling papers near the Met- 
ropole on the morning of the murder, 
and 
who swore that 
she saw 
four 
men filling the description of Jack 
Rose, Sam Schepps. W ebber and V al­ 
lon in a group near the hotel and 
that the shots came from that group. 
She did not see the four defendants 
there at all, she said. 
John Hickey, a bartender, swore he 
saw 
Rosenthal shot 
at 
by a 
man 
whose description in some particulars 
filled that given by the gunmen of the 
mysterious 
stranger 
and 
in 
others 
Bridgie Webber. 
He saw three other 
men fire, but could not see their faces. 
he said. 
A barber testified that he 
saw Bridgie Webber running from the 
scene. 
Giovanni Stanish, eyewitness for the 
state, was called in rebuttal and while 
he was on the stand Rose. Webber, 
Vallon and Schepps were brought into 
the courtroom and lined up against 
the rail in front of which the gunmen 
were sitting. 
Stanish swore he had 
not seen them at the Metropole. 
The gunmen turned in their seats 
and the sneers and savage glares that 
passed between the two quartets, who 
faced each other in one room for the 
first time since their arrest, excited 
the keen interest of the spectators. 
The informers will be called in rebut­ 
tal by the state. 
It was upon the un­ 
derstanding that they fired no shots 
at Rosenthal that they were given im­ 
munity from prosecution. 
It is expected the case will be in 
the hands of the jury by Tuesday.

Bu t In the end the com­ 
mittee was strengthened by Panama 
advocates and Mitchell retained the 
chairmanship.

Danger of Cholera Epidemic. 


A ll the practical objects for which 
the war wus undertaken already have 
been secured and, therefore, it is use­ 
less to run the risk of an epidemic 
of cholera In the Bulgarian arm y for 
the sake of a formal entry into Con­ 
stantinople, to avoid which, it is be­ 
lieved. Turkey is ready to agree to 
almost any terms. 
A significant article appears in the 
Bulgarian government organ.

declares that peace is imminent and 
holds out the olive branch to Turkey 
to enter into a good understanding 
with the Balkan league.

non­
